Many School Children Are 
Trapped When Buildings 
Are Blown Down

TOKYO, Sept. 21.—More than 
one 
thousand, 
including 
500 
children, were killed as the worst 
typhoon in 30 years dealt untold 
death and destruction to central 
Japan today. 
Screaming in from the southwest, 
the gale hit the large port of Osaka 
with all its fury, ripped through 
Kyoto and passed on into the Japan 
sea, leaving a broad swath of tragic 
destruction, corpses, unrooted trees, 
overturned telegraph poles and col­ 
lapsed houses in its wake. 
Thousands of Houses Submerged. 
Fifty thousand houses were sub­ 
merged when gigantic tidal waves 
rode over several towns along Ja­ 
pan’s famous beautiful inland sea. 
A large number of passengers lost 
their lives when a train bound from 
Otsu to Shimonoseki was wrecked 
as it crossed Sedagwa bridge. 
One thousand pupils were pinned 
under the ruins of ten schoolhouses 
at Kyoto. Five hundred were speed­ 
ily rescued, but the fate of the re­ 
maining 500 is not known. 
Damage at Tokyo and Yokahama 
is comparatively light, only light 
structures being affected. 
“Several thousand have been kill­ 
ed or injured,” the Tokyo news­ 
paper “Asahi” states.

R. L. Hildebrand’s offer to appoint j 
counsel for him. Roxie Long charg­ 
ed with conspiracy to defraud whole 
sale grocers, broke long established i 
precedents yesterday afternoon by 
electing to act as his owm attorney. 
Roxie really looked the part of a j 
lawyer, as he came into the court j 
room in the custody of Sheriff Ed- 
ward D. Pritchard. Under his arm j 
he carried his brief , encased in yel- j 
low legal cap paper. His head was 
erect, his step firm. 4iis demeanor 
th at of a man with full confidence 
in himself. 
Surveys Surroundings 
Sheriff Pritchard 
indicated 
the 
defendant’s counsel table. 
Roxie 
surveyed the court room as he de­ 
posited his brief on the table and j 
pushed back a chair. 
It was then 
th at Judge Hildebrand renewed his 
offer of several days ago to appoint 
counsel.” 
“No, thank you, Judge, I prefer to 
try my own case” was Roxie’s reply.; 
He seated 
himself 
at 
the 
table, j 
Sheriff Pritchard sat down beside 
him. Roxie surveyed his surround­ 
ing. In front of him was the judge; 
to his right the 
commonwealth’s 
counsel table at which sat District 
Attorney Mont L. Ailey and 
ttor- 
ney Leroy Donaldson; to his left 
were a dozen or more attorneys who j 
had laid off their 
afternoon golf; 
through curiosity to see how a pris- j 
oner would try his own 
case; 
at j 
Roxie’s back were the jurymen from 


whom twelve would be selected to 
try his care. There were a few spec­ 
tators. 
Wife Comes Forward 
Then it was that 
Roxie’s 
wife, 
Virginia Long, who was to be tried 
with him, came forward from the 
body of the court room and seated 
herself by his side. She is a pretty 
little woman of the brunette type 
rather round features, dark eyes and 
black hair. 
She was attractively gowned in a 
neat fitting dark dress, cloth coat, 
the neck generously trimmed in fur. 
She greeted her husband smilingly. 
Her manner indicated that she was 
proud of Roxie as a lawyer, 
and 
didn’t he look the 
part: 
medium 
statue, smooth face, 
sharp 
black 
eyes, black hair, except for a bald 
spot in front. 
He was faultlessly 
dressed in a dark suit, shining shoes, 
white cuffs, and dark red tie. Age 
around 38. 
Selection of the jury was first in 
order. Twenty-four men were called 
to the front seat of the court room. 
The commonwealth and defendant 
each have the right to mark out 
six. 
Roxie was at some disadvan­ 
tage here as he did not know any 
of the jurors. 
In the absence of 
knowledge he relied on personal 
appearance and his ability to read 
character. 
First Clash Comes 
When the jury was sworn Dis­ 
trict Attorney Ailey announced that 
the first case to be taken up would 
be that of the Premium Supply com­ 
pany of Ell wood City against Long, 
also that Attorney Donaldson would 
open the case. 
“I object,” cried Roxie, springing 
to his feet, and looking first at the 
district attorney and then at the 
judge. 
"What is your objection?” asked 
Judge Hildebrand. 
“The district attorney represents 
the commonwealth. 
It is his duty 
to open this case,” replied Roxie. 
Ailey replied that Donaldson had 
assisted him in preparing the case, 
and that he had asked him to open 
it to the jury. 
ftoxie started to argu# that the 
district attorney should open it, but 
the court ruled against him, and 
Donaldson began his opening ad­ 
dress, in which he referred to others 
against whom indictments had been 
found in connection with this case. 
Roxie jumped up again with a 
protest: 
“We’re not trying others,” 
he said, “and I object to their be­ 
ing brought into this case.”

First Witness Called 
Harry Caplan, president of the 


j Premium Supply company of Ell- 
wood City, was the first witness 
called. He testified that as he was 
about to lock up the store on the 
evening of June 16, the telephone 
rang. 
He answered. 
The man at 
the other end said that he was open­ 
ing a store in Mahoningtown, and 
asked if he could have a bill of 
goods delivered in the morning. He 
said it would be cash. 
Caplan told the man he could ac­ 
commodate him and proceeded to 
take down an order, which amount­ 
ed to $110.85. 
This order was sent 
to Mahoningtown the next morning 
with Roy Clyde, a driver. The man 
at the store gave Clyde a check for 
the amount of the bill. 
It was 
signed by Hoffman and was on the 
Wampum bank. 
When the check was delivered to 
Caplan he called up the Wampum 
bank to see if it was all right. He 
was told that there was a check in 
the bank on a Beaver bank, but it 
had not been verified yet and the 
check given Caplan’s driver could 
not be cashed until this was done. 
Caplan never got the money. 
The check was produced by Dis­ 
trict Attorney Ailey and Caplan 
identified it as the one which had 
been brought to him by his driver. 
Caplan was then asked regarding 
the bill of goods. 
He produced it 
and read off the items. 
He was 
then asked if he could identify his 
goods. He replied that he believed 
he could. 
Goods Brought In 
Supplies of groceries, including 
pickles in glass jars and canned 
goods were then brought in. These 
goods were alleged to have been 
found in the store run by Roxie’s 
wife at Pittsburgh. 
Caplan was 
shown a bottle of pickles which he 
identified by the label as having 
been a part of the bill shipped to 
the Mahoningtown store. 
The bottle bore the stamp of the 
American Pickle company of Cleve­ 
land, O. 
Roxie objected to the pickles be- 


i ing offered as there was nothing to 
I show that they had come from his 
I store. 
i 
District 
Attorney 
Ailey 
stated 
that the commonwealth proposed to 
trace the pickles from the Premium 
Supply 
company’s 
place 
through 
Mahoningtown to the Long store in 
Pittsburgh. He was allowed to pro­ 
ceed. Further questions were asked 
regarding the other goods which 
Caplan identified by the labels. 
Oross Examination 
The witness was then turned over 
to Roxie for cross examination. 
“Did I ever make any false state­ 
ments to you?” inquired Roxie. 
“No.” 
“Did you see Sam Hoffman, whose 
check you are supposed to hold?” 
“No.” 
“You were so anxious to sell goods 
that you would sell to a perfect 
stranger over the telephone?” 
“We are in business for the pur­ 
pose of selling goods.” 
“Answer my question, yes or no.” 
“Yes.” 
“Have you looked at the date on 
th at check? Do you not know that 
it is dated on June 14?” 
“Yes.” 
“Now about these pickles. 
How 
do you identify them ?” 
“By the label.” 
“Are you the only wholesale house 
that has those pickles?” 
“I don’t know.” 
“Wouldn’t it be possible for a 
storekeeper to get those pickles from 
the manufacturer in Cleveland.” 
“Possibly so.” 
“Then why do you say that the 
pickles taken from my store in 
Pittsburgh were your pickles?”

President Roosevelt dispatched the 
following letter to Kevin, in the hope 
that it would cheer the boy: 
“My Dear Kevin: I 
have

learned of your illness and send you 
this note to express the hope that 
you will keep up your courage and 
that you will soon be very much im­ 
proved.” 
“My best wishes to you, 
0 Very sincerely yours,” 
“Franklin D. Roosevelt”

Wisconsin supports the “no shoot­ 
ing Santa Claus” idea. 
As this is written the New Deal 
is running ahead of the Republicans 
anxiously inquiring, “Whither are 
we drifted.” 
And the LaFollette 
Progressive party, promising a bet­ 
ter New Deal, to make the Santa 
Claus’ New Deal look stingy.

The polishes are strict­ 
ly forbidden by law. 
Investigators Angry 
Derringh denied he knew of the 
use of any of this strictly forbidden 
polish aboard the Morro Castle, 
however. 
Hoover angrily demanded if Der­ 
ringh knew of this practice on oth­ 
er ships. 
“Yes, stewards use it on other 
ships where they don’t get good 
metal polish,” replied Derringh. “I 
could get it myself today if I want­ 
ed to.”

Could Be Ended 
In Fire Cases 


Would Be Fewer Fires If 
Cost Were 
Assessed 
Against Individuals, 
Chief Says 


SECOND CLASS 
CITIES HAVE LAW 


If every person in New Castle, 
who had a fire which was caused 
by his own carelessness, were made 
personally liable for the cost of its 
extinguishment, 
there 
would 
be 
fewer careless fires, is the opinion 
of Pire Chief H. Clare Stockman. 
“Early Biblical history outlines a 
law which might well be enforced in 
America.” he stated, “verse six of 
the Book of Exodus, being quoted 
as follows: 
“If fire break out, and catch in 
thorns, so that shocks of grain, or 
the standing grain, or the field be j 
consumed: he that kindled the fire 
shall surely make restitution,” 
“Personal liability for fires is a 
principle which has long been estab- j 
llshed and enforced in Europe. How­ 
ever. in America, we have but a j 
few isolated instances where a par­ 
allel can be drawn,” the chief con­ 
tinued. 
Som e Cities Collect 
“In 1926, Cincinnati collected from 
a citizen who had failed to obey the 
department's orders. 
The bill for 
extinguishing his fire amounted to; 
$650. 
The city was awarded dam­ 
ages in the sum of $500. 
“In New York City, a provision of j 
the charter, granted fifty years ago.\ 
states that a resident who disobeys 
a fire prevention order and as a | 
result, suffers a fire, shall be liable 
to the city for the cost of extin­ 
guishing the fire. 
“In a case where a manufacturer j 
was ordered to install automatic 
sprinklers, because the building con­ 
tained excessive quantities of in­ 
flammable materials, and disregard­ 
ed the order for a period of tw o; 
years, when a serious blaze broke 
out, was ordered to pay $2,500. The 
case was carried to the Supreme 
Court, which ordered the company 
to pay. 
“Cities of the second class in Penn­ 
sylvania are protected by such a 
law, but there is none governing 
similar cases in cities of the third 
class. 
If 
every 
individual 
was 
obliged to stand the cost of fire re- j 
suiting from carelessness, there is 
little doubt that there would be a j 
decrease in the destruction of val­ 
uable property and even lives. 
“Every thoughtful citizen should 
make every possible effort to learn 
about the common fire hazards and 
to make use of this knowledge in 
eliminating them in his home and 
place of business. 
It is his own 
personal responsibility.”

On Sunday afternoon, September 
23, there will be held a memorial 
meeting in honor of William Holmes 
McGuffey at his old birthplace near. 
West Alexandria, Washington coun­ 
ty. 
Because of the pressure of my 
work, which is even heavier than 
usual just now because of the spe­ 
cial session of the legislature, I will 
not be able to attend. 
I wish I 
could. 
For it seems to me that this com­ 
memoration of William Holmes Mc­ 
Guffey is most important and sig­ 
nificant, coming as it does just as 
Pennsylvania is celebrating the close 
of its first century of free public 
education and laying the foundation 
for a second century of service. 
In these difficult times everyone 
interested irt education—and that 
means 
every 
Pennsylvanian—can 
draw on such pioneers as McGuffey 
for 
inspiration 
and 
stimulation. 
This celebration honors a man who 
as scholar, teacher and author ex­ 
ercised a tremendous influence on 
several 
generations of American 
children. 
We give him today much more 
recognition as a leader in education 
than was accorded to him in his 
own generation. For we know now 
—better than they could possibly 
know 98 years ago when-his public 
school readers were first published 
—what a remarkable contrioution 
he made to education, not only in 
Pennsylvania but in the United 
States. 
McGuffey was among the first to 
recognize the fact that by molding 
the thoughts of children he could 
fashion 
American 
manhood 
and 
womanhood. He led the child mind 
from the known to the unknown by 
short and related steps, building 
his reading exercises around the 
everyday experiences of children. In 
each lesson he left a grain of moral 
truth. 
How well he did his work is shown 
by the wide-spread use in years past 
of McGuffey’s readers, especially 
throughout our southern, mid-west­ 
ern and western states. From 1836 
through the second half of the 19th 
century, these texts probably did 
more to root deeply the moral con­ 
victions of the American nation 
than any other single factor. 
During* the Civil war when Yan­ 
kee texts were banned in southern j 
states, McGuffey’s readers, widely! 
used in the south, were retained and 


reprinted piratically under a copy­ 
right of the Confederate States en­ 
tirely because of their inherent 
value. I understand that the latest 
edition, now over 30 years old, is 
still used in some of the schools 
of our nation. 
Every Pennsylvanian is proud of 
the fact that Doctor McGuffey was 
bom in Pennsylvania. I remember 
well hearing my father speak of 
studying McGuffey’s readers in his 
boyhood at Milford many and many 
a time. 
It is my earnest hope that this 
memorial meeting may bring to 
leaders in education—in Pennsyl­ 
vania and elsewhere—a renewed de­ 
termination 
to 
cope 
successfully 
with the many pressing problems 
that are facing public instruction in 
America today. 
Let us commemorate the great 
work of Doctor McGuffey by a re­ 
newed pledge of devotion and serv­ 
ice to the public schools of our state 
and nation and, through them, to 
the children of our commonwealth 
and America.

Dig Flowering Bulbs—When frost 
has injured the tops of dahlias, can- 
nas, or some of the tender summer- 
flowering bulbs, they should be dug 
as soon as possible. The roots should 
be taken up carefully so that bruis­ 
ing will be avoided. Bruised roots or 
bulbs often decay and thus plants 
of value are lost. 
Prevent 
Smut 
Losses—Treating 
each bushel of seed wheat with 2 V6 
ounces of copper carbonate dust is 
a safety measure to use in prevent­ 
ing losses 
from 
stinking 
smut. 
Wheat that is black 
with 
smut 
spores or wheat that has more than 
10 per cent of smut balls before 
cleaning is not suitable for seed. All 
smutted kernels must be removed 
from the seed wheat by cleaning 
thoroughly before treating if smut is 
to be controlled effectively. 
Control Tree Insects—Bag-worms 
have made severe attacks on apple, 
elm, maple, and evergreen trees this 
year. Spraying the trees with lead 
arsenate at the rate of 4 pounds in 
100 gallons of water as soon as the 
leaves appear should give the re­ 
quired protection. Apple orchards 
receiving the regular sprays thor­ 
oughly applied are rarely damaged 
by bag-worms.

Ahaz and his subjects were panic 
stricken until God sent Isaiah to 
command the king to “take heed 
and be quiet, to fear not nor to be 
fainthearted,” but also to 
assure 
him, “If ye will not believe, surely 
ye shall not be established”. As a 
sign of God’s purpose towards his 
people he said, “Behold a virgin 
shall conceive, and bear a son, and 
shall call his name Immanuel”, a 
sign doubtless fulfilled in part at 
that time but later as Matthew in­ 
dicates in connection with the vir­ 
gin birth of. our Lord, it had its per­ 
fect fulfillment in the 
birth of 
Christ, Micah, Isaiah’s contemporary 
and associate, even going so far as 
to fortell the place of Christ’s birth 
at Bethlehem of Judah. 
He Counsels Hezekiah About Assyria 
During the long and beneficent 
reign of the good and godly King 
Hezekiah, Isaiah had his real oppor­ 
tunity to exert the full force of his 
personality in encouraging the re­ 
formatory policies of this king who 
stands out as second only to David 
in his good influence upon the na­ 
tion. When war clouds darkened the 
horizon in the menacing attitude of 
Sennacherib and strong pressure was 
brought upon the king to make an 
alliance W'ith Egypt. Isiah raised his 
voice in court to cry, “Woe to them 
that go down to Egypt for help... 
but look not unto the Holy One of 
Israel, neither seek the Lord!” He 
counselled reliance upon spiriual re­ 
sources and assured them Assyria 
would fall not with the sword of 
men but with the sword of 
the 
Lord. 
Prophesy Becomes History 
Isaiah’s prophesies became history 
when Sennacherib sent his agents to 
demand Jerusalem’s surrender and 
to mock its defenders’ folly in trust­ 
ing to Isaiah’s promises of divine 
deliverance. King Hezekiah 
toc^ 
Sennacherib’s letter into the temple 
and spread it out before the Lord in 
prayer invoking divine aid in the 
matter: “O Lord of hosts, God of 
Israel, thou art the God, even thou 
alone, of all the kingdoms of the 
earth. Incline thine ear, O Lord, 
and hear; open thine eyes, O Lord, 
and see: and hear all the words of 
Sennacherib, who hath sent to defy 
the living God.” In answer to this 
prayer Isaiah was sent to assure the 
king of God’s Intervention in behalf 
of his people. “I will put my hook 
in thy nose, and my bridle in thy 
lips, and I will turn thee back by 
the way by which thou earnest.” This 
was Jehovah’s challenge to the As­ 
syrian Semiacherib as he “came 
down like a wolf on the fold, and his 
cohorts were gleaming in purple and 
gold...For the Angel 
of 
Death 
spread his wings on the blast, and 
breathed in the face of the foe as 
he passed, and the might of 
the 
Gentile, unsmote by the sword, melt­ 
ed like snow in the glance of the 
Lord.”

Indigent persons have a right to 
be kept in county homes, but this 
docs not mean that they have a 
right to do as they please in these 
homes, according to Judge John H. 
Wilson of Butler county. The Judge 
gave his ideas of county home regu­ 
lations in a charge to the jury in 
the case of Superintendent 
Fred 
Herold of the Butler county home, 
who was acquitted on charges of 
cruelty to inmates. 
A county home, according to the 
judge, is maintained as an asylum 
or home for unfortunates who are 
unable 
to 
maintain 
themselves. 
“Every unfortunate citizen has a 
right to go to a home, and have the 
comforts of a home provided, and 


such inmates should 
kindly and humanely. 
“But a home is made up of many 
Inmates and when one enters such 
a place there are liberties he must 
give up for the benefit of aU. And 
every institution must have a head, 
and in order that peace and com­ 
fort can be guaranteed there must 
be some one to enforce its regula­ 
tions. The commissioners have full 
charge of the home. They lay down 
the regulations and the 
superin­ 
tendent sees that they are carried 
out. 
“The commissioners have the right 
to establish detention rooms in a 
home. If they want to close any 
doors they may direct the superin­ 
tendent to do so. Declare when and 
how Inmates shall be in the home, 
and the superintendent has the right 
to carry out those regulations. The 
home is not run by any one of the 
inmates, but by the superintendent.’’ 
In connection with the case of 
Superintendent Herold Judge Wil­ 
son said” Herold as superintendent 
had the right to lay down certain 
rules, see that they were enforced, 
and use what force was necessary on 
the inmates to see that they com­ 
plied with the rules.” 
In view of the court’s charge the 
only thing left for the jury was to 
determine whether, in the light of 
the evidence, Herold had used more 
force than necessary in enforcing 
the rules, to preserve 
the 
peace, 
quiet, and order of the inmates who 
were entitled to peaceful surround­ 
ings. The jury did not think that 
he had and so returned a verdict of 
not guilty.

After yesterday’s start, Mr| Sopwith 
and the Endeavour had so far top­ 
ped Mr. Vanderbilt and Rainbow 
that they were six minutes and thir­ 
ty-nine seconds ahead at the turn, 
this being windward and leeward 
race. 
The rest of it seemed foot­ 
less.
